THK I'TAH JSN&BLING ACT. 


The bill to admit the Territory of 


Utah as a sovereign State has passed 
the House of Representatives. It pro- 
hibits polygamy forever in the new 
State. 


Congressman Gates of Alabama pro 


posed the onion of Utah and Nevada, 
on the ground that Nevada is constantly 
losing population and if her mining in- 
dustries continue to be depressed her 
population might diminish down to 
20,000. 


Congressman Newlarfds of Nevada 


supported the bill for the admission of 
Utah. He thought the Territory fully 
prepared for Statehood. He objected 
to leaving the allotment of lands for 
school purposes to bureau officials at 
Washington who do not understand 
tho conditions existing in Utah. He 
thought the United States should co- 
operate iu the reclamation of arid lands, 
Referring to the proposition to unite 
Nevada and Utah, he was unable to 
uuderotaud why there was suah aver- 
sion to Nevada, H -'*te which in the 
time of the count's greatest need 
poured half a billion in gold and silver 
into the treasury. The pi -«-ent depres- 
sion m Nevada is the result of legi&la- 
tiou against her interests. 
Silver, 


which had enabled the Government to 
resume specie payment, had 
been 


stricken down, aad now the Wilson 
tariff bill proposes to crush Nevada's 
wool and borax industries by placing 
them on the free list, 


The passage by the House of Repre- 


sentatives of a bill to enable Utah to 
become a State disposes of the proposi- 
tion to annex Utah to Nevada, which 
our gold bug contemporary insisted was 
bemg advocated by some secret cabal 
whu-h bad no existence save in its 
imagination.

In 
New England a majority of all the 
votes cast at an election is required to 
elect a candidate, while in other States 
a plurality elects. This of late years 
bin boon the cause of much friction in

R aodo Island. In each and all of those 
States men who were not renoiniuuted 
h)ld otllce for a term for which they 
were not elected, because none of the 
candidates nominated received a ma- 
jority of all tho votes cast and those iu 
o*JJce hold over until the succeeding 
election. In New Hampshire and Coii- 
tio-tu'nt tho situHtion within the lu-t 
few 
j<.ii-a was similar to -• that in 


Louisiana and South Carolina during 
the carpet-bag rule m those States, two 
persons, each claiming to be Governor 
and exercising tho prerogatives of that 
f uuctiouary, acting iu each State.

A Bill Introduced in the Senate for tlie 


Coinage of Seignorage Sliver. 


WASHINGTON, December 14.—In the 


Senate to-day Voorhees, Chairman of 
the Finance Committee, introduced a 
bill for the coinage of the seignorage 
silver in the Treasury at the rate of 
$2,000,000 a mouth; after this is alJ 
coined the coinage of monthly silver 
purchases to the amount of $2,000,000 
to be resumed. 


Provisions are made for the appoint- 


ment of commissioners to another in- 
ternational monetary conference This 
i\ 0.0 referred to the Finance Commit- 
tee. 


The anti-silver men do not like the 


feature of the bill providing for the 
coinage of the seignorage because, they 
say, the coinage of this portion of the 
silver bullion would weaken the se- 
curities and notes outstanding against 
that bullion as an entirety. 


On the other hand, the extreme silver 


men are not pleased with the bill as a 
whole. Senator Stewart denounced it 
as a " sham and a fraud." 


The joint resolution relieving the 


employes injured in the Ford's Thea- 
ter disaster from the operation of the 
law fixing the time for which sick 
leave may be granted was passed. 


It was agreed that when the Senate 


adjourned it would be until Monday 
next. 


HOUSE. 


The House Committee on Rules this 


morning decided to give the Committee 
on Territories time to dispose of the 
bills for the admission of Arizona and 
New Mexico. 


The holiday adjournment was dis- 


cussed, but no date fixed. It is be- 
lieved, however, it will be taken on the 
22d. 


The bills for the admission of Ari- 


zona and Now Mexico were made the 
special order after the morning hour 
until disposed of. 


The bill amending the act defining 


the manner in which land script can be 
assigned and located was passed. 


Tae Democratic leaders of the House 


havd deci led to consider and pass the 
oills for the admission ot Arizona and 
New Mexico before the tariff debate 
begins. The Committee on Rules has 
prepared i special order to be intro- 
duced should the Republicans filibuster 
against them.

SPOKANE, December 14.—The first I 


damage salt growing oat of the Cceur I 
d'Alene riot over a year ago has been J 
concluded. Charles J. Petterson sued 
the Helena and Frisco Mining Com 
panics and was given judgment for 
$11,500. 


Petterson was a non-union employe 


He was hired about a week before the 
mill was blown up and claimed that he 
knew nothing about the danger. While 
in bed in the new mill a rifle ball en 
his ear off, and when he escaped from 
the mill he was severely ^beaten. There 
are over 100 damage suits of this char 
acter, but it was impossible to try them 
at this term of court, as a jury canno1 
be had in Shoshone county, Idaho. 


Thousands of men crowded into 


Rathdrum to hear the trial, which was 
conducted by Attorney General Jones 
of Washington for the plaintiff and 
Judge Heyburn of Idaho for the de 
fense. 


If the cases of the mining and mill 


ing companies against Shoshone county 
are successful, according to this ver 
diet, some say it might cost the countj 
an enormous sum. The mining anc 
milling companies have sued the countj 
for tha damage to their property, which 
is an exceedingly large sum and may 
reach a half million dollars, and they 
will also endeavor to collect all the 
damage they sustain by law suits be 
cause the county did not protect their 
property. 


Two Suits for Alleged Jjibel. 


TAOOMA, December 14.—Suit for $100,- 


000 damages against the Seattle Post- 
InteJliyencer was commenced by Captain 
W. C. Hayden in the Superior Court of 
Pierce county to-day. The suit arises 
from the publication in Sunday's PoU- 
Intelligencer of a special dispatch from 
Astoria, Oregon, stating that Captain 
Hayden, formerly master of the steamer 
Signal, had absconded with $1,800 of 
his employer's money. Suit has also 
been commenced against the same 
paper by Frank Waterhouse, ex-man 
ager of the Pacific Navigation Com- 
pany, who is mentioned hi the special 
as having fled with Hayden.

IS OOlvSFLIETE. 


He Is Found Guilty of Murder in the 


First Degree. 


FRESNO, December 14.—The jury in 


the case of Chris Evans returned a 
verdict of murder in the first degree, 
fixing the penalty at life imprisonment, 
At about nine o'clock the jury came 
into court by an error, having been in- 
formed that Judge Harris wanted them. 
They reported that an agreement had 
not been reached, and they again went 
to their room. At ten o'clock they 
came in with their verdict. Evans and 
his wife were already in the court- 
room and all eyes were turned toward 
them. Whsn the jury entered the court- 
room, Evans turned deathly pale and 
remained still with a steady, forward 
gaze, not uttering a word when the 
verdict was announced. Mrs. Evans 
accompanied her husband to jail, bat 
just as she entered the jail door she 
fainted and was in a critical condition 
for more than an boor. The general 
public are pleased with the verdict. 
Attorney Hinds, who made an able de- 
fense for Evans, will ask for & new 
trial, bat it is hardly probable that it 
will be muted.

establish a factory and refinery at a 
cost of a million and a half and will 
take there a colony of Polish beet sugar 
farmers. 


If these capitalists had only made up 


their minds to come to Nevada without 
the colony of Polish farmers they could 
rest assured that in no State would 
such an undertaking prove more suc- 
cessful than in tha State of Nevada. 
Theso moneyed men could double their 
fortune by investing some of then- 
money in laud that now lies idle and 
uncultivated in and about the town of 
Lovelock. If this land was cultivated 
no better or larger sugar beets could be 
raised than those raised there. We say 
there, because beets have been grown 
on that soil as a test to its merits and 
the result went far beyond the expec- 
tations of tho planter in the superior 
quality of the beet. Others in Hum- 
boldi county have given the cultivation 
of sufjur boots, to a small extent, some 
attention with the same encouraging 
results as tho above. All that is now 
nesderl is frlio capitalist, n factory and 
a refinery situated at Lovelock, and 
then the sugar industry will not only 
flourish, but it will be a means of keep- 
ing some of the money which is now 
sent to foreign countries at home.

Belectlng Carriage Hones. 


In the selection of pairs for carriages 


the first requisites generally demanded 
are that the horses shonld be of a like 
color and external conformation. So 
far as fashion and-appearance go, -when 
the pair ia at rest, the eye is satisfied. 
Something more, however, is wanted 
•when the horses. are in motion. They 
should not only be the same in color 
and in height and of like characteristics 
in ehape, but their action should be uni- 
form, in character. Without this—for 
instance, a high stepper paired with a 
daisy cutter—the impression on the on- 
looker is an unpleasant feeling of incon- 
gruity. Inharmonious action in a driven 
pair is, to a judge of horses, as great a 
fault as an ill matched pair in color, 
size and conformation ta the ordinary 
observer. 
Something still more, however, than 


any of the qualities we have named is 
requisite. A perfect team of two or 
more horses should possess, as well, the 
same kind of temperament to make 
driving agreeable. 
A sluggish horse in 


company with one of a spirited disposi- 
tion is a continual source of irritation to 
the driver. 
The willing horse also 


takes more than his share of the work, 
and the lazy less. If the latter has to 
be repeatedly urged to do hia duty, it 
becomes a source of annoyance to the 
former, who fidgets and unduly exerts 
himself in the traces. A pair of lym- 
phatic horses ia much to be preferred 
to such a combination. As the forma- 
tion of perfect pairs, such as We have 
indicated, is a difficult matter and each 
pairs are exceedingly rare,it is no won- 
der that when found they command 
enormous prices.—London Live Stock 
Journal.
